Canadians 
Increasing 
Their Savings 


Thrifty And Slow 
To Risk Capital 


SEIGNIORY CLUB, Que. — 
Thrifty Canadians have socked 
away more than $3,000,000,000 
in the last four years. What's 
more, they're increasing their 
savings at the rate of $400,000,- 
000 @ year. 


This was disclosed by J. E. Coyne, 
deputy-governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada in a speech before the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Life Insur- 
ance Officers Association, 


While Canadians are thrifty, they 
also are cautious, the deputy-gov- 
ernor added, Although this pile of 
cash together with surpluses accum- 
ulating in corporation accounts could 
be sufficient to meet Canadian in- 
vestment needs, Canada still is get- 
ting much of her investment require- 
ments from foreign sources. 

The trouble, indicated Mr. Coyne, 
is that Canadians are not too eager 
to get into the risky investment field 
of developing resources, 

They favor more conservative in- 
vestments such as housing mortgages 
and the like. This helped Canada, 
but it was not enough. 

Thus, whether Canada needed for- 
eign capital or not, Canada was con- 
tinuing to receive foreign capital 
simply because foreign investors had 
established themselves in Canada and 
were showing more interest in devel- 
opment than some Canadians. 

“Experience of the last few years 
shows,” said Mr. Coyne, “that some- 
one is going to develop the resources 
and industries of this country, if not 
Canadians, then Americans, Britons 
and Europeans, 

“One-half of all dividends of all 
Canadian corporations,” said Mr. 
Coyne, “are paid to non-residents,” 

The way to bring an end to this 
export of dollars is for banks and 
insurance companies who hold at 
least 60 per cent. of the savings to 
transmute greater amounts of the in- 
dividuals’ savings into productive in- 
vestment, 

This, then, was the trend for “an 
increasingly important” role to be 
played by Canada’s insurance com- 
panies and banks,

Chippewas Of Alberta Finally 
Sign Treaty With Government 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE, Alta.—More than 100 years of 
wandering has ended for the last of Canada's nomadic Indians— 
a band of Chippewas who inhabit the wooded foothills near here. 


Government officials announced 
that a treaty has been signed with 
the Indians and they will be settled 
on a reservation. The band is the last 
in Canada to take a treaty, 


For generations, the band has re- 
fused to accept the white man’s 
terms, but at a meeting between 
tribe leaders and officials of the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs an agree- 
ment was reached. 


Signing of the treaty was condi- 
tional on obtaining provincial land 
for a reservation, A settlement re- 
garding the land was reached here. 

Independence of the Chippewas and 
their refusal to accept the white 
man’s terms dates back to 1841 when 
the tribe fought for its existence 
against the powerful Blackfoot tribe. 

Almost always on the move the 
Chippewas wandered through the val- 
leys of the Nordegg, Brazeau and 
North Saskatchewan rivers in west- 
central Alberta, Their existence has 
been difficult and at times they were 
near starvation. 

Federal officials have sought to im- 
prove their lot but the stubborn in- 
dependence of the chiefs and coun- 
cils has prevented signing of a treaty. 

Opposition to a treaty was brought 
to its peak by Chief Jim O'Chiese, 
known as the “great chief”, who died 
at 107 years. 

“God gave us this great heritage 
of nature,’ he once said, and on his 
deathbed he made his son and the 
latter’s councillors pledge that they 
would never sign a treaty with the 
white man, That pledge was kept 
until the treaty was signed. 


Representing the Indians in the 
negotiations was Andrew Strawberry, 
described as the “principal man’ of 
the band. White men were Malcolm 
McCrimmon of Ottawa, commission- 
er with power to sign treaties, G. H. 
Gooderham of Calgary, regional su-

Border Permits To 
Be Valid Till 1951 


(By The Canadian Press) 
WINDSOR, Ont.—All border-cross- 
ing permits for automobiles of Can- 
adian travellers to the United States 
will be valid until March 31, 1951, it 
was announced by Hdgar Wackett, 
collector of customs here, 


The ruling thus makes regulations 
the same as they were before March 
22. At that time an Ottawa an- 
nouncement said a permit would have 
to be made out each time a traveller 
drove into the United States, with 
the exception of commuters, 


There was opposition to this rul- 
ing, and the permits were made valid 
for a six-month period. Now they 
have been extended to a yearly basis. 

The permit, one copy of which is 
held by the Customs Department, 
shows, the license number of the ve- 
hicle, its serial number and lists all 
accessories,

Couch Grass Control » 
Is Big Problem 


Couch Grass or Quack Grass 
control presents one of the toughest 
weed problems in Western Canada, 
Intensive cultivation is still the only 
effective way of controlling large 
infestations of this creeping peren- 
nial grass weed, A brief description 
of two common but distinctly differ.
